3 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Hirosawa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,237,677) discloses a remote monitoring and 
controlling system which collects fault information from a plurality of computer systems. The 
computer systems detect and store the detected fault information the stored fault information is 
transmitted to the remotely located supervision/control system serving as the monitoring and 
controlling center in response to a command issued by the latter. 

O'Kane, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,366,919) discloses A data base of 
components representing various telecom equipment from different manufacturers 
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is created in which form factors and performance characteristics are stored for 
use in creating designs of racks and cages in telecommunication rooms. Another 
data base includes the maintenance tasks and scheduling of these tasks for the 
various equipment at the different telecommunication sites. 
4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art for the following reasons. 
The claims are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the references, either alone 
or in combination, discloses or renders obvious the steps of storing in a working storage area, at 
a console, the characteristics of the system currently active on the computer, parameters 
describing administration operations to be performed on the computer, the type of system restart 
to be performed after administration operations in unattended mode the delay to be waited for 
before starting said administration operations; requiring to the operating system of the computer 
to start delay; when delay is expired, initializing the computer peripherals according to the stored 
parameters and setting the operating system in a sleeping state; performing the administration 
operations according to the stored parameters; and retrieving from the working storage area the 
characteristics of the system which was active on the computer and the type of system restart to 
be performed after administration operations in unattended mode.
